EXPORT  SALES  REPORT 


Comments  on  release  of  July  27,  1978,  (based  on  reports  from  exporters  for  the  week  ending 
July  16) . 

Wheat :  New  sales  activity  was  moderately  heavy,  but  the  net  increase  was  substantially  reduced 
by  sizeable  contract  adjustments  with  People's  Republic  of  China,  the  Netherlands,  and  Brazil. 
Activity  by  the  PRC  featured  a  switch  from  Hard  Red  Winter  to  Soft  Red  Winter.  USSR  outstanding 
purchases  increased  significantly  as  a  result  of  being  named  the  destination  on  sales  previously 
reported  to  unknown.  Brazil  was  the  recipient  of  22,800  metric  tons  (MT)  of  Hard  Red  Winter 
switched  from  the  USSR.  Exports  of  651,000  MT  recovered  slightly. 

Corn:  Sales  maintained  the  brisk  pace  of  recent  weeks,  with  Mexico,  Taiwan  and  several  European 

countries  adding  substantial  quantities  to  existing  contracts.  Numerous  contract  adjustments 
changed  the  outstanding  sales  balances  to  several  destinations.  Switches  from  unknown  were  large¬ 
ly  to  European  countries.  Sales  to  the  UK  declined  sharply  as  previously  reported  sales  were 
switched  to  unknown.  Marketing  year  (MY)  1978/79  sales  increased  significantly  with  the  majority 
reported  to  unknown  destinations.  Heavy  exports  (1,063,900  MT)  continued. 

Sorghum:  New  sales  activity  was  extremely  light.  Cancellations  of  previous  sales  resulted  in  a 

net  decline.  Venezuela  was  named  the  destination  on  20,000  MT  previously  reported  to  Mexico. 

Japan  placed  orders  for  40,000  MT  for  shipment  in  MY  1978/79.  Exports  surged  to  130,800  MT,  the 
third  highest  total  this  MY. 

Rice :  New  sales  to  South  Africa  and  Iran  accounted  for  most  of  the  week's  net  increase  of  16,500 

MT.  Exports  of  51,000  MT  were  the  highest  level  in  recent  weeks  with  almost  half  destined  for 
Iran. 

Soybeans :  Net  sales  (27,700  MT)  fell  to  a  near-record  yearly  low  as  contract  adjustments, 

particularly  to  the  USSR  and  unknown  destinations,  deflated  the  impact  of  new  sales  to  Japan,  the 
EC  and  Switzerland.  36,200  MT  were  switched  from  West  Germany  to  Japan.  Exports  (262,700  MT) 
were  up  nearly  60%  with  Japan  and  European  countries  accounting  for  nearly  80  percent.  Sales  for 
the  1978/79  MY  increased  by  250,400  MT. 

Soybean  Cake  and  Meal:  Moderately  increased  sales  (61,300  MT)  were  primarily  due  to  purchases  by 
European  countries.  Exports  (154,000  MT)  were  up  six-fold  over  the  previous  week  with  the  EC 
(98,400  MT)  accounting  for  nearly  two-thirds  of  the  total. 

Soybean  Oil:  Purchases  under  PL-480  (Peru  19,200  MT  and  Haiti  1,800  MT)  and  sales  to  Mexico  and 
Chile  represented  major  activity  while  foreign  purchases  and  cancellations  resulted  in  a  net 
sales  figure  of  24,400  MT.  India  accounted  for  most  of  the  10,900  MT  exported  during  the  week. 

Cotton :  Cancellations  of  9,300  RB  overshadowed  small  new  sales  in  scattered  markets  resulting  in 
a  net  reduction  of  5,400  bales  for  the  week.  Exports  of  80,700  RB  were  the  lowest  level  since 
last  November.  71,100  RB  new  sales  were  made  for  MY  1978/79. 

Barley  and  Oats:  Showed  no  significant  activity.
